The latest statement sharpened Moscow’s earlier 
indirect criticism of Peking’s role in the situation. It 
condemned ’’those whose inciting statements help fan the 
conflict.” Moscow warned that further aggravation of the 
crisis might lead to a situation ’’when many states might find 
themselves drawn into the conflict one by one,” and urged all 
states to exert efforts to stop the bloodshed between India 
and Pakistan. 
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
